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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Agerup (U.S. Patent No. 5,827,937) reference 
alone continues to read on at least claim 1, which is far too broad. Further, the rejection is based on the combination of Agerup in view of 
Miller et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,174,999); thus, it is the combined teachings of these two references that must be considered and overcome. 
Applicant should note that it is the method steps that are under examination, and the instantly claimed method steps read on those of the 
cited references. Thus, even if the reference restarts the reaction, the instant claims do not exclude this, or any other extra step, because of 
the "comprising" language. Moreover, applicant's claims are not limited to the limitations argued by applicant, since limitations from the 
specification cannot be read into the claims. Thus, cross-linking said quantity of polymer does not necessarily mean cross-linking to 
completion. Further, it is noted that anytime a supplemental quantity of polymer is added, it must necessarily dilute the reaction with 
continuing cross-linking. Therefore, on the grounds of the aforementioned reasons, and the reasons already of record, the 35 U.S.C. 103 
rejection of claims 1-20 as being unpatentable over Agerup (U.S. Patent No. 5,827,937) in view of Miller et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,174,999) 
is hereby maintained.
